The Allied and German battle- 
lines at the entrance to the Cologne 
Plain continue to struggle fiercely 
at close grips, w ;til the Hitlerite 
front tagging and giving ground 
rn spots under terrific pressure— 
but still not breaking. 
The fighting which is raging in 
this Aachen Sector 
opposite 
the 
great Rhenish city of Cologne is 
some of the toughest that western 
Europe has seen 
since 
D-Day. 
fo r instance, take 
the 
case of 
Weisweiler Which was captured 
by the American First Army yes­ 
terday, 
The Yankee doughboys 
fought 
for 
twenty-four 
hours 
through the streets 
before 
they 
took this strategic town which 
sits astride Hitler's great six-lane 
motor highway to Cologne. 
Still, this bitter conflict was in 
Ihe cards, for the German de­ 
fenses in this zone are the key to 
the rolling terrain a bit further 
eastward —across tin* River Hoer 
towards Cologne. That open plain 
bids fair to be the amphitheatre 
for the decisive showdown. 
We are, of course, still witness­ 
ing the preliminaries to this bat­ 
tle of the Cologne Plain. The Al­ 
lied offensive hasn’t yet reached 
its full intensity. Nazi Field M ar­ 
shal Von Rundstedt is holding for 
all he’s worth along the natural 
defenses of the Roer in an effort to 
delay lighting in the open country­ 
side which will call for far more 
reserves than he is likely to bt 
able to muster. 
Many vital elements will enter 
into the decision of this battle, but 
among the most important certain­ 
ly is m an-pow er- the good old in* 
fan try 
again;!— Yon 
Rundstedt 
probably 
already 
is 
employing 
about as many reserves as he can 
rake up 
to the defenses of the 
Roer. which represents the last 
great obstacle between the Allies 
and the Cologne Plain. 
In short 
he's in a tight spot, for whereas 
he is short of man-power, General 
Eisenhower still has great forces 
upon which to call. 
For this reason one would ex ­ 
pect the Allied 
Commander 
to 
strike a fresh blow or blows at 
almost any moment now in order 
to take advantage of his enemy's 
predicament. 
Where will he hit? 
Well, there s the ever present pos­ 
sibility of an attempt to turn the 
German 
right 
frank up to Hie 
north of Aachen 
Or it might be 
profitable to exploit a point show­ 
ing weakness in the Aachen Area. 
Then of course we always have 
in mind that Rig Allied airborne 
army which one of the^o days pre­ 
sumably will be dropped behind 
the German front. 
While Von Rundstedt has been 
going a workmanlike job of hold­ 
ing. and the weather has been 
lending him aid and comfort by 
plaguing the Allies with icy rain 
and sleet and deep mud. his posi­ 
tion is a most uncomfortable one. 
lf he really has accepted the gage 
to combat in the Cologne Plain he 
will indeed be a smart general if 
that isn't his laM big battle. 
Once he’s committed to such a 
stand—and he seems to be so al­ 
ready— he will have fantastic luck 
if he is able to withdraw any con­ 
siderable portion of 
hi'' 
troops 
bark 
across 
the 
Rhine. 
The 
bridges over that great and swift 
river are at the mercy of the Al­ 
lied bombers and can be destroy­ 
ed at any moment. Those bridges 
not only are

Rundstedt s i 
means of escape but they also are , 
his life-lines for supplies.

Optimistic Outlook

E V E N IN my own lifetime I 
have seen the scourge of tuber­ 
cles.s lose its sting. When I wa* 
a young practitioner of medicine 
30 years ago we used to teach that 
every person who had reached the

age of about twenty had at one 
time f.ad some tuberculosis in the 
body. In country district? it was 
not considered to be quite or e hun­ 
dred per cent, but in crowded city 
districts we were certain it was 
universal. 
That did not mean that every 
one had active tuberculosis, or was 
going to 
develop 
consumption. 
Most people then as now overcame 
the invasion of the germ by the 
natural resistance of the immune 
processes of the body. But it did 
mean that at some time in their 
lives, so universal was the disease, 
everyone had engulfed a few tu­ 
bercle bacilli which nad lodged in 
the tonsils or the lymph nodes of 
the neck and got killed off. 
Of course in those da> s the num­ 
ber of active cases, the persons in 
whom the disease did get a start, 
and the death rate, wa* about 
three to four times what it is now. 


Fewer Case# 


It is easy to see w hy the number 
of active cases are so much fewer 
today. I do not suppose any tuber­ 
culosis expert today would claim 
that any group in the population 
had been infected with the disease 
at some time in their live# IOO per 
cent. I have a report showing the 
tuberculin testing of a group of 
college students which shows a 
positive test in -IMV. (Only 4rV of 
these had 
active tuberculosis). 
This is the test that shows the ones 
who have ever in their lives been 
exposed and infected with tuber­ 
culosis. 
Since our present conception of 
th# way tuberculosis is spread is 
that every infected person got it 
by contact with another person 
who had an active open case, and 
since in the last 20 years the main 
object of the campaign against 
tuberculosis has been to find the 
active cases and eliminate them 
from circulation so they cannot 


contaminate anyone else, it is, as I 
say, ea y to see why the number of 
latent cases in the population has 
so greatly diminished, lf we re­ 
move the sourc** of infection from 
daily contact with th# m#mbers, 
especially the young members, of 
the family all over the country the 
actual number of infections is 
bound to go down. 
That is why the case-finding 
campaign is so very important.

I uberculo.Ms attacks many or­ 
gans of the body, but it is tuber­ 
culin,- of the lungs that is the 
worst offender and source of other 
contamination, so we concentrate 
on that. It can be done rapidly by 
taking an Xray of the chest of 
every person and examining the 
suspicious cases for activity. Th# 
.-e of the stethescope, once su­
